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HOUSING 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  1966  the  Council  made  10  Demolition 
Orders  and  1  Closing  Order.  18  houses  were  actually  demolished  which  included 
some  Demolition  Orders  made  during  1969*  16  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

No  applications  fox’  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during  19 66. 

DRAINAGE 


Since  the  completion  of  the  subsidiary  sewer  scheme  progress  is  still  being 
maintained  in  the  conversion  of  pails  and  vaults  to  water  closets. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


Extensions  to  the  water  pains  were  completed  during  1999  and  where  mains  have 
been  laid  many  new  connections  have  been  made  to  properties. 


The  following  is  the  information  requested  by  the  Ministry: 

(a)  whether  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has 
been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity; 

Yes. 

(b)  where  there  is  a  piped  supply,  whether  bacteriological  examinations 
were  made  of  the  raw  water  and  ’where  treatment  is  installed,  of  the 
water  going  into  supply;  if  so,  how  many  and  the  results  obtained; 
and  the  results  of  any  chemical  analyses ;  information  on  the  fluoride 
content  of  the  various  supplies  should  be  included  wherever  possible; 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  but  the  water  is  known  to  be 
examined  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Water  Board.  The  fluorine 
content  is  0.05  parts  per  million  (as  F) . 

(c)  where  the  waters  are  liable  to  have  plurxbo-solvent  action,  the  facts 
as  to  contamination  by  lead,  including  the  precautions  taken  and  the 
number  and  result  of  analyses; 

The  water  is  hard  and  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(d)  the  action  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination; 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  contamination  during  the  year. 

(e)  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  number  of  the  population  supplied 
from  public  Water  mains  (i)  direct  to  the  houses,  and  (ii)  by  means  of 
stand-pipes. 

(i)  direct  to  houses  -  96% 

(ii)  by  means  of  stand-pipes  -  1.0% 


CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960 

There  is  one  licensed  site  in  the  area  for  nine  caravans  and  a  further  8 
licences  are  operative  in  respect  of  10  caravans. 


SWIMMING  POOL 


A  new  open  air  heated  swimming  pool  (110*  x  42')  was  opened  in  May,  1965  and 
in  addition  to  the  daily  check  carried  out  by  the  staff  20  samples  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge,  all  the  samples  being 
reported  as  satisfactory.  The  water  is  chlorinated,  there  being  a  six  hour  turnover. 
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ANIMALS  ACT,  1991 


At  present  four  premises  are  registered  under  the  above  Act  and  these  are 
subject  to  inspection  by  the  R.S.P.C.A.  and  myself. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1996 

During  1966  one  installation  was  approved  under  the  above  Act. 


RATS  AND  MICE 


The  refuse  dumps  are  treated  monthly  and  the  sewers  are  dealt  with  annually. 
Infestation  in  the  sewers  is  almost  negligible. 

Following  the  retirement  of  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  a  private  Contractor 
is  now  employed  to  deal  with  infestation  generally.  A  free  service  is  given  when 
infestation  occurs  in  private  dwellings  and  shops. 


PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACT,  1928  and  1936 


Under  the  above  Acts  99  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum 
Spirit  and  1  for  the  storage  of  Calcium  Carbide. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE 


In  Circular  1/67  the  Minister  requests  information  regarding  common  lodging 
houses.  There  was  one  registered  common  lodging  house  in  this  district,  but  the 
premises  were  closed  in  April,  1963  when  the  occupier  retired  and  vacated  the 
premises. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
Slaughterhouses  Act,  1998 

Two  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  during  1966  and  the  number  of  animals  killed 
during  the  year  at  the  two  slaughterhouses  is  as  follows 

1  cow,  9  calves,  904  other  hovines,  1,019  sheep  3*729  pigs  and  32  goats  giving  a 
total  of  3»282.  In  order  to  inspect  these  animals  a  total  of  7^+9  visits  was  required 
to  the  two  slaughterhouses. 

Sixteen  slaughterman's  licences  were  issued  during  1966* 


Condemnations  include  the  following  whole  carcases:-  1  beast,  2  sheep  and  92 
pigs  -  total  99  which,  together  with  a  quantity  of  offal  and  parts  of  carcases  brings 
the  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  up  to  9  tons  6  cwts.  21  lbs.

POULTRY 

There  is  one  small  poultry  processing  business  which  came  into  operation 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  where  complete  evisceration  takes  place.  Some 
fifty  hens  are  dealt  with  monthly  and  no  birds  have  been  rejected  so  far.  It 
is  felt  that  more  comment  will  be  appropriate  after  a,  full  years  working. 


In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  my  colleagues  on  the  Staff  for  their  helpful  co¬ 
operation,  and  particularly  to  Mr.  Littler,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  for  his 
valuable  advice  and  assistance.
